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Remarks 

The Office Action mailed September 10, 2003 has been carefully reviewed and the 
foregoing amendment has been made in consequence thereof. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5-21 arc pending in this application. Claims 1, 2, and 5-18 have been 
rejected. Claims 3 and 4 have been cancelled. Claims 19-21 have been newly added. 

In accordance with 37 C,F.R. 1.136(a), a one-month extension of time is submitted 
herewith 1o extend the due date of the response to the Office Action dated September 10, 2003 
for the above-idoitified patent application from December 10, 2003 through and including 
January 10, 2004. In accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.17(a)(2), authorization to charge a deposit 
account in the amount of $1 10.00 to cover this extension of time request also is submitted 
herewitii- 

The rejection of Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 1 1, 12. 14, 16, and 17 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Ogawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,608,874) ("Ogawa") is respectfully 
traversed. 

Applicants respectfully submit that Ogawa does not describe nor suggest the claimed 
inventionL As discussed below, at least one of the differraces between Ogawa and the present 
inventiois is that Qgawa does not describe nor suggest a method that includes a server extracting 
information from a rq>ort based on at least one of a defined rq>ort format, a defined translation 
service, and an undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least 
one exhibit summarizes selected information included in die report and links the simmiarized 
infonnation included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report 

Nfioreover, at least one other difference between (^awa and the present invention is that 
Ogawa does not describe nor suggest receiving at a server a rqK>rt that includes an undefined 
format, ddt^mining whether preprocessing of the undefined format report is needed, determining 
whether segmentation of the undefined format report is needed wherein segmentation includes 
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identifying a location of data within the undefined format report and relocating data within the 
undefined format report such that the document is recognizable, performing a document 
recognition process including scarming the undefined format report to determine a file type of the 
report and comparing the file type to a list of known fiJe types stored in a data repository, 
performing a mapping and translation process on the undefined format report including selecting 
an extraction script based on the document recognition process for extracting and translating data 
fiom the undefined format report, and generating at least one exhibit to the undefined format 
report that summarizes specific information included in the report 

R^er, Ogawa describes a method and systraa that translates data from a variety of 
known fotmats to a common format, wherein the method and system utilizes internal databases 
which allows it to know what format data will arrive in and what format to translate it to. In 
other words, Ogawa only addresses data received in a known format fi?om a known user such that 
a predetermined preprocessor can by ^plied to the data for translation purposes. 

Ogawa describes a method, system, and qrparatus for transferring data from a variety of 
remote sources to a variety of remote sites which includes translating the data fiom a variety of 
known foxxnats to a common format. The system and method includes automatically receiving, 
at an intermediate processing location, data fiom a wide variety of remote sources, identifying 
the formaf of the data, translating the data to a common file format, sending the data to a 
recipient in an intermediate formal, then translating the data to the specific format needed by the 
particular recipient Error checking features ensure that the transferred data matches the original 
data althonglh the format is altered, and docummtary receipts are sent to each section of the 
system that sesads data, and logical, statistical and mathematical operations may be performed on 
the data. Hie system utifizes internal databases which allows it to know what format data will 
arrive in, ^at format to translate it to, and how many transactions to bill a data-receiving 
subscriber for 

Claim 1 recites amethod for submitting a report from an accounting system to an 
automated lending system that includes a server, wherein a local file system is coupled to the 
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accounting system, the method includes "generating at the accounting system a report having at 
least one of a defined report fonnat, a defined translation service, and an undefined 
format. . .exporting the report firom the accounting system to the local file system. . .submitting the 
report fixan the local file system to the server. . .determining at the server whether the submitted 
report has the at least one of the defined report format, the defined translation service, and the 
undefined format. . .and extracting via the server information firom the report based on the at least 
one of the defined report format, the defined translation service, and the undefined foraiat to 
generate it least one exhibit to the report, the at least one exhibit simimarizing selected 
information included in the report and linking the summarized information included in the 
exhibit to^ corresponding information in the report." 

Ogawa does not describe nor suggest the method as recited in Claim 1 . More 
specifically, Ogawa does not describe nor suggest a method that includes extracting via a server 
informatiti»n from a rq>ort based on at least one of a defined report format, a defined translation 
service, and an undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least 
one exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report and links the summarized 
information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report. 

R^er, Ogawa describes a method , for transferring data fiiom a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data from a variety of known formats to a 
common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data will arrive in and what format to translate it to. Notably, Ogawa does not teach generating 
an exhibitto a rq>ort by extracting information fiom the report. 

Although page 3 of the Office Action suggests that Ogawa teaches at col. 28, lines 30-67 
"extracting via a server information fix>m the report based on at least one of the defined report 
format and the defined translation service to generate at least one exhibit to the report, the at least 
one exhibk summarizing specific information included in the report**. Applicants respectfiilly 
submit that Ogawa does not teach extracting infonnation fifom a rqport to generate at least one 
exhibit to rhe report wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes selected information included in 
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the report and links the summarized information included in the exhibit to ccure^onding 
information in the report. 

Rather, Ogawa describes at col. 28, hnes 30-67 a method that includes receiving at the 
Main Processing Section (20) a provider data file in the form of a fax transmission of a paper 
document,:and utilizing Forms Processing Software (742) to process the text file and generate — 
resultant output text file such that the resultant text file can be Anther translated from a known 
format to a common format. Although Ogawa mentions "extract each field" at coL 28, line 48, 
Ogawa does not teach extracting information fiom a report to generate at least one exhibit to the 
report wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report 
and links the sinnmarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the 
rq)ort. Accordingly^ Applicants respectfiilly submit that Claim 1 is patentable over Ogawa. 

Fot at least the reasons s^ forth above. Applicants respectfiilly request that the 
35 U.S-C. § 102(b) rejection of Claim 1 be withdrawn. 

Claims 2, and 1 1-12 depend finom independent Claim 1 which is submitted to be in 
condition for allowance. When the recitations of Claims 2, and 11-12 are considered in 
combination with the recitations of Claim 1, Applicants respectfiilly submit that dependent 
Claims 2, and 1 1-12 are also patentable ov^ Ogawa. 

C]mn 8 recites an automated lending system havmg an accoimting system coupled to a 
local file system, and a server for commimicating with the local file system, wherein the 
accounting system is configured to "generate a report having at least one of a defined report 
format, a defined translation service, and an undefined fi>rmaL . .and export the rqx>rt to said 
local file system, . .said server configured to receive the report fit>m said local fiile 
system, . .determine w^iether the report has the at least one of said defined report fomiat, said 
defined translation service, and said undefined format. . .and extract information fiom the report 
based on Ae at least one of said defined report format, said defined translation service, and said 
undefined format to generate at least one exhibit relating to the report wherein the exhibit

Ogawa does not describe nor suggest the automated lending system as recited in Claim 8. 
More specifically, Ogawa does not describe nor suggest an automated lending system having a 
server configured to extract infbrmatixni firom a report based-on at least one of a defined report 
format, a defined translation service, and an undefined format to generate at least one exhibit 
relating to the report wh^ein the exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report 
and links the summarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the 
report. 

R^er, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data from a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data finom a variety of known formats to a 
common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data will aerrive in and what format to translate it to. Notably, Ogawa does not teach generating 
an exhibitto a report by extracting infomiation Sxmi the report. 

Although page 3 of the Office Action suggests that Ogawa teaches at col. 28, lines 30-67 
^extracting via a server information Scorn the report based on at least one of the defined report 
foimat and the defined translation service to generate at least one exhibit to the report, ttie at least 
one exhibit summarizing specific information included in the FqK>rt", Applicants respectfinUy 
submit miBt Ogawa does not teach a server configured to extract information fix>m a report to 
generate ai least one exhibit relating to (he report wherein the exhibit summarizes selected 
infomiaticii included in fhe report and links the summarized information included in i3xe exhibit 
to corresponding information in the rq>OTt Accordingly, Applicants re^ectfiiUy submit that 
Claim 8 is^patenlable over Ogawa. 

For at least fhe reasons set forth above. Applicants respectfiilly request that the 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection of Claim 8 be witMrawn. 
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Claims 9 and 16 depend fipom independent Claim 8 which is submitted to be in condition 
for allowance. Whai the recitations of Claims 9 and 16 are considered in combination with the 
recitations; of Claim 8, Applicants respectfully submit that dependent Claims 9 and 16 are also 
patentable.over Ogawa. 

Cl2litfrt4 d^^rads from independent Claim 6. Claim 6 recites a method for submitting-tt- - 
rq>ort from an accounting system to an automated lending system that includes a server, wherein 
the accoutlting system includes a virtual printer, the method includes "^generating at the 
accounting system a report having at least one of a specified report format, a defined translation 
service, and an undefined format. . .transmitting the report fiom the accoimting sjrstem to the 
server via ^e virtual prints. . .detennining at the server whether the report has the at least one of 
the specified rq}ort format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format. . .and 
extracting via the server information from the report based on the at least one of the specified 
report format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format to generate at least one 
exhibit to the report, the at least one exhibit summarizdng selected information included in the 
report and ^linking the summarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding 
information in the report." 

Ogawa does not describe nor suggest the method as recited in Claim 6. More 
specifically, Ogawa does not describe nor suggest a method that includes transmitting a report 
from an accounting system to a server via a virtual printer, and extracting via the server 
information fiom the report to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one 
exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report and links the surrunaiized 
information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report. 

Rather, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data fiom a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data bom a variety of known formats to a 
common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the s^tem to know what format 
data will arrive in and what format to translate it to« 
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As acknowledged by the Office Action at page 7, Ogawa does not teach transmitting a * 
report from an accounting system to a server via a virtual printer. Furthermore, Applicants 
respectfully submit that Ogawa does not teach extracting information fi^m a report to generate at 
least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes selected information 
included in the report and links the summarized information included in the exhibit to 
corresponding information in the report. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 
6 is patentable over Ogawa. 

When the recitations of Claim 14 are considered in combination with the recitations of 
Claim 6, Applicants respectfiiUy submit that dependent Claim 14 is also patentable over Ogawa. 

Claim 17 recites an automated lending system that includes an accounting system having 
a virtual printer, and a server for communicating with the accounting system, the accounting 
system is configured generate a report having at least one of a specified report format, a 
defined translation service, and an undefined format. . .and transmit the report to said server via 
said virtual printer. . .said server configured to receive the report. . .determine whether the report 
has the at least one of said specified report format, said defined translation service, and said 
undefined format. . .extract information from the report based on the at least one of said specified 
report format, said defined translation service, and said undefined format to generate at least one 
exhibit relating to the report wherein the exhibit simmtiaiizes selected data included in the report 
and links the summarized data included in the exhibit to corresponding data in the report/^ 

Ogawa does not describe nor suggest the automated lending system as recited in Claim 
17. More specifically, Ogawa does not describe nor suggest an automated lending system (hat 
includes an accounting system having a virtual printer, and a server for communicating with the 
accounting system, wherein the accounting system is configured to transmit a report to the server 
via the virtual printer, and wherein the server is configured to extract information Scorn the report 
to generate at least one exhibit relating to the rq>ort wherein the exhibit summarizes selected 
data included in the report and links the summarized data included in the exhibit to 
corresponcfing data in the report 
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Rather, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data from a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data from a variety of known formats to a 
common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data will mive in and what format to translate it to. 

As^'acknowledged by the Office Action at page 7, Ogawa does not teach transmitting a 

rqport from an accounting system to a server via a virtual printer. Furthennore, Applicants 
respectfiilfy submit that Ogawa does not teach a server configured to extract information from a 
rq)oit to g^erate at least one exhibit relating to the report wherein the exhibit summarizes 
selected data included in the report and links the summarized data included in the exhibit to 
corresponding data in the report. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 1 7 is 
patentable^over Ogawa. 

For at least the reasons set forth above. Applicants respectfully request that the 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection of Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 1 1, 12, 14, 16, and 17 be ivithdrawn. 

The rejection of Claims 5, 7, 10, 13, 15, and 18 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ogawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,608,874) ("Ogawa") in view of Kitain et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,864,871) ("Kitain**) is respectfully traversed. 

Applicants respectfully submit that neither Ogawa nor Kitain, considered alone or in 
combination, describe or suggest die claimed invention. As discussed below, at least one of the 
difiTerenceft between the cited references and the present invention is that neither Ogawa nor 
Kitain, alotie or in combination, describe or suggest a method that includes a server extracting 
informatioti fiom a report based on at least one of a defined report format, a defined translation 
service, and an undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least 
one exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report and links the summarized 
information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in tfie report. 
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Moreover, at least one other difiference between the cited references at the present 
invention is that neither Ogawa nor Kitain, alone or in combination, describe or suggest 
determining whether segmentation of a report is needed wherein segm^tation includes 
identifying a location of data within the report and relocating data within the report such that the 
dociunent is recognizable, performing a document recognition process including scanning the 
report to determine a file type of the report and comparing the file type to a list of known file 
types stored in a data rq)ository, and performing a m£^ing and translation process on the report 
including selecting an extraction script based on the document recognition process for extracting 
and translating data fiom the report. 

Raflier, Ogawa describes a method and system that translates data fiT>m a variety of 
known formats to a coimnon format, wherein the method and system utilizes internal databases 
which allows it to know v/bal format data will arrive in and what format to translate it to. In 
other words, Ogawa only addresses data received in a known format fix>m a known user such that 
a predetermined preprocessor can by applied to the data for translation purposes, whereas the 
present inviention describes translating a report having an undefined format 

Ogawa is described above. Kitain describes an integrated coiiq>uter-implemente4 
corporate information delivery system. A database (1 0) stores research reports produced by and 
received elbctronically fixon brokerage firms. A database (12) also stores corporate infi^rmation 
about a number of corporations. Eadi item of corporate information is produced by and received 
electronically from one of the corporations about that corporation. Authorization information, 
also known as entitlements (1020), specifies who is authorized to access each research report or 
item of corporate informatiorL An entitl^ent subsystem (930) allows the contributor of the 
research report or item of corporate information to dynamically change, on-line, the entitlement 
status of any or aU users/subscribers. A research delivery module (61 1) allows a user to submit a 
query and teceive query results listing research reports and corporate information satisfying the 
query and that the user is authorized to access. A corporate register module (613) ou^uts 
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corporate information, the corporate information output according to a common format. The 
corporate information may be distributed via the Intonet. 

Claims 5, 10, and 13 depend from indq>endent Claim 1. Claim 1 recites a method for 
submitting a report from an accounting system to an automated lending system that includes a 
server, wbereitra local' file system is coupled to the accounting system, the method includes 
''generating at the accoimting system a r^ort having at least one of a defined report format, a 
defined translation service, and an undefined format. . .exporting the report from the accounting 
system to the local file system. . .submitting the report firom the local file system to the 
server. . .determining at the server whether the submitted report has the at least one of the defined 
report format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format. . .and extracting via the 
server information from the report based on the at least one of the defined report format, the 
defined translation service, and the undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report, 
the at least one exhibit sunmiarizing selected information included in the report and linking the 
summarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report" 

Neither Ogawa iK>r Kitain, considered alone or in combination^ describe or suggest a 
method asarecited in Claim 1. More specifically, neither Ogawa nor Kitain, considered alone or 
in combin^on, describe or suggest a method that includes extracting via a server information 
from a report based on at least one of a defined report format, a defined translation service, and 
an undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit 
summarizes selected information included in the report and Imks the summarized information 
included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report. 

Ra&er, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data from a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data fix>m a variety of known formats to a 
common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data will arrive in and what format to translate it to; and Kitain describes an integrated computer- 
implemented corporate information delivery system.

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For the reasons described above. Applicants respectfully submit that Ogawa does not 
teach extracting infonnation from a r^ort to generate at least one exhibit to the report wha^ein 
the at least one exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report and links the 
summanz^ iiiformation included in the exhibit to corresponding infonnation in the report 
Moreover, as noted on page 4 of the January 28, 2003 Office Action, Kitain does not describe 
nor suggest generating at an accoimting system a report having a defined rqx)rt format, 
determining at a server the defined report fomfiat, and extracting via the server infonnation from 
the report based on the defined report format. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that 
Claim 1 is^patentable over Ogawa in view of Kitain. 

Fuithomore, Applicants respectfully traverse the suggestion provided at page S of the 
Office Action that Kitain discloses at col. 5, lines 28-36 "extracting information fiom the report 
using a print scraping process". Rather, Kitain provides at col. 5, lines 28-36 that "files received 
firom the contributor workstations are converted at a central site into predetermined format, e.g., 
for printable documents, a common viewing format such as, for example, PDF format*\ 
Applicants respectfully submit that by merely describing converting files into a predetermined 
format such as a PDF format, Kitain does not disclose a print scrying process as recited in the 
present claims. More specifically, Kitain does not describe nor suggest detomming whether 
preprocessing of a report is needed, determining whether segmentation of the report is needed 
wherein segmentation includes identifying a location of data within the rq>ort and relocating data 
within the report such that the document is recognizable, performing a document recognition 
process including scanning the rq)ort to determine a file type of the report and comparing the file 
type to a lifit of known file types stored in a data repository, and performing a mq>ping and 
translation! process on the report including selecting an extraction script based on the document 
recognition process for extracting and translating data fiom the report. 

When the recitations of Claims 5, 10 and 13 are considered in combination with the 
recitations^of Claim 1 » Applicants respectfully submit that dependent Claims 5, 10 and 1 3 are 
also patentable over Ogawa in view of Kitain. 
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Claims 7 and IS depend fiom independent Claim 6. Claim 6 recites a method for 
submitting a report from an accounting system to an automated lending system that includes a 
server, wherein die accounting system includes a virtual printer, the method includes "generating 
at the accounting system a report having at least one of a specified report format, a defined 
translation service, and an undefined fonnat. , .transmitting the report fix>m the accounting system 
to the server via the virtual printer. . .determining at the server whether the report has the at least 
one of the specified report format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format. . .and 
extracting; via the server information fi-om the report based on the at least one of the specified 
report format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format to generate at least one 
exhibit to the report, the at least one exhibit summarizing selected information included in the 
report and linking the summarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding 
information in the report." 

Ndther Ogawa nor Kitain, considered atone or in combination, describe or sugge^ the 
method as^ recited in Claim 6. More specifically, neither Ogawa nor Kitain, considered alone or 
in combination, describe or suggest a method that includes transmitting a report from an 
accountmg system to a server via a virtual printer, and extracting via the server mfbrmation fixim 
the report to gmerate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit 
summarizes selected information included in the report and links the summarized information 
included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the repott 

Rather, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data fiom a variety of remote sources 
to a varietlir of ronote sites that includes translating the data fit>m a variety of known formats to a 
common fbrmat by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know v/bat format 
data will arrive in and what format to translate it to; and Kitain describes an integrated computer- 
implemCTted corporate information delivery system. 

As acknowledged by the Office Action at page 7, Ogawa does not teach transmitting a 
report from an accounting system to a server via a virtual printer. Moreover, Kitain does not 
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describe nor teach transmitting a report from an accounting system to a server via a virtual 
printer. 

Futthennore, Applicants respectfully submit that neither Ogawa nor Kitain, considered 
alone or in combination, describe or suggest extracting information from a report to generate at 
least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes selected information 
included in the report and links the summarized infonnation included in the exhibit to 
corresponding infonnation in the report. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 
6 is patentable over Ogawa in view of Kitain. 

When the recitations of Claims 7 and 15 are considered in combination with the 
recitations of Claim 6, Applicants respectfully submit that dependent Claims 7 and 15 are also 
patentable^over Ogawa in view of Kitain. 

Claim 18 depends from independent Claim 17. Claim 17 recites an automated lending 
system that includes an accounting system having a virtual printer^ and a server for 
communicating with the accounting system, the accounting system is configured ^o generate a 
report havicng at least one of a specified report format, a defined translation service, and an 
undefined format. . . and transmit the report to said server via said virtual printer. . .said server 
configured to receive the report. . .determine whether the report has the at least one of said 
specified rq>ort format, said defined translation service, and said undefined format. , .extract 
information from the report based on the at least one of said specified report format, said defined 
translationisoT^dce, and said undefined format to generate at least one exhibit relating to the 
report wh^^ the exhibit summarizes selected data included in the rq>ort and links the 
summarized data included in the exhibit to corresponding data in the report" 

Neidier Ogawa nor Kitain, considered alone or in combination, describe or suggest the 
automated lending system as recited in Claim 17. More specifically, neither Ogawa nor Kitain, 
considered^ alone or in combination, describe or suggest an automated lending system that 
includes an accounting system having a virtual printer, and a server for communicating with the 
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accounting system^ wherein the accoimting system is configured to transmit a report to the server 
via the virtual printer, and wherein the server is configured to extract information finom the report 
to generate at least one exhibit relating to the report wherein the exhibit summarizes selected 
data included in the report and links the summarized data included in the exhibit to 
conesponding data in the report. 

Rather, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data from a variety of remote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data from a variety of known formats to a 
common fbnnat by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data will arrive in and what format to translate it to; and Kitain describes an integrated computer- 
implemented corporate information delivery system. 

Asiiacknowledged by the OfBce Action at page 7, Ogawa does not teach transmitting a 
report from an accounting system to a server via a virtual prints. Moreover, Kitain does not 
describe nor teach an accounting system configured to transmit a report to a server via a virtual 
printer. 

Furthermore, Applicants respectfiilly submit that neither Ogawa nor Kitain, considered 
alone or in combination, describe or suggest a server configured to extract information from a 
report to generate at least one exhibit relating to the report wherein the exhibit summarizes 
selected data included in ^e report and links the summarized data included in the exhibit to 
corresponding data in the rq>ort. Accordingly, .Afyplicants respectfiilly submit that Claim 17 is 
patentable x>ver Ogawa in view of Kitain. 

When the recitations of Claim 18 are considered in combination with die recitations of 
Claim 17, ^Applicants respectfiilly submit that dependent Claim 18 is also patentable over Ogawa 
in view of Kitain. 

For at least the reasons set forth above. Applicants respectfiilly request that the 
35 US.C. § 103(a) rejection of Claims 5, 7, 10, 13, 15, and 18 be withdrawn. 
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The rejection of Claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ogawa et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,608,874) ("Ogawa") in view of Brossman et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,266,150) ("Brossman'O is respectfully traversed. 

Ogawa is described above. Brossman describes a flexible and extensible virtual printer 
architectui^ for driving multiple heterogeneous presratation devices. The virtual printer is 
inteiposedibetween an output server and a heterogeneous group of presentation devices, such as 
printers, fax servers, email servers, pagers, televisions, file viewers, copiers, and other devices, 
which may or may not natively support the data stream provided by the output server, thereby 
providing a common interface to the heterogeneous group of presentation devices. A 
presentation job is received on behalf of a presentation device. The presentation job includes a 
data stream which contains source data in the form of text, image, graphics, and/or other 
embedded objects. The source data is then reduced to an intermediate format. Based upon the 
int^mediate format and control information associated with the data stream, device-specific data 
and device^^ecific control information are generated for the presentation device. Finally, the 
presentation device is driven by providing the device-specific data and device-specific control 
information to the presentation device. 

Claim 6 recites a method for submitting a report fiom an accounting system to an 
automated ilending system that includes a server, wherein the accounting system includes a 
virtual priiiter, the method includes "generating at the accounting system a report having at least 
one of a sptoified rq>ort format, a defined translation service, and an undefined 
format. . .transmitting the report fipom the accounting system to the server via the virtual 
printer. . .determining at the server whether flie rq>ort has the at least one of the specified r^rt 
format, the defined translation service, and the undefined format. . .and extracting via the server 
information fix>m the report based on the at least one of the specified report format, the defined 
transiation^service, and the undefined format to generate at least one exhibit to the report, the at 
least one exhibit summarizing selected information included in the report and linking the 
summarized information included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the rq^ort." 
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Neither Ogawa nor Biossman, considered alone or in combination, describe or suggest 
the method as recited in aaim 6. More specifically, neither Ogawa nor Brossman, considered 
alone or in combination, describe or suggest a method that includes transmitting a report fiom an 
accounting system to a server via a virtual printer, and extracting via the server information from 
the report to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit 
summarizes selwtedliSonnation included in the report and hnks the summarized ihformafion 
included in the exhibit to corresponding information in the report 

Rather, Ogawa describes a method for transferring data torn a variety of ranote sources 
to a variety of remote sites that includes translating the data from a variety of known fonnats to a 
common format by utilizing intanal databases which allows the system to know what format 
data wiU arrive in and what format to translate it to; and Brossman describes a flexible and 
extensible virtual printer architecture for driving multiple heterogeneous presentation devices 
wherein Ihe virtual print« is interposed between an output server and a heterogeneous group of 
presentation devices. 

Ab acknowledged by the Office Action at page 7, Ogawa does not teach transmitting a 
report from an accounting system to a server via a virtual printer. Furthermore, Applicants 
lespectfiiUy submit that Ogawa does not teach extracting information from a report to generate at 
least one:eithibit to the report wherein the at least one taWbit summarizes selected information 
included an the report and links flie summarized information included in the exhibit to 
corresponding information in the report. 

MoreovCT, although the Office Action suggests at page 7 that Brossman discloses 
"transmitting the rqxwt from the accounting system to the server via the virtual printCT^, 
Applicants respectfully submit that Brossman does not teach transmitting a report from an 
accounting system to a server via a virtual printer. Rather, Brossman describes a virtual prints 
interposed between an output swver and a heterogeneous groi^ of presentation devices (e.g., 
printers, fex servers, email sarvers, etc.) therdiy providing a common interface to the groi^ of 
presentation devices. Furthermore, Brossman does not teach extracting information fiom a 
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report to generate at least one exhibit to the report wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes 
selected iitformation included in the report and links the summarized information included in the 
exhibit to corresponding infonnation in the report. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit 
that Claim 6 is patentable over Ogawa in view of Brossman. 

For at least the reasons 5et forth above, Applicants respectfully, request that the 
35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) rejection of Claim 6 be withdrawn. 

Notwithstanding the above, the rejection of Claims 5, 7, 10, 13, 15^ and 18 under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being tuipatentable over Ogawa in view of Kitain; and the rejection of 
Claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ogawa in view of Brossman is 
further traversed on the grounds that the Section 103 rejection of the presently pending claims is 
not a proper rejectioiL Obviousness cannot be established by merely suggesting that it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Ogawa using the teachings of 
Kitain or Brossman. More specifically, as is well established, obviousness cannot be established 
by combining the teachings of the cited art to produce the claimed invention, absent some 
teaching, suggestion, or incentive supporting the combination. It is impermissible to use the 
claimed invention as an instruction manual or "template" to piece together the teachings of the 
prior art so that the claimed invention is rendered obvious. Specifically, one carniot use 
hindsight reconstruction to pick and choose among isolated disclosures in the prior art to 
deprecate the claimed invention. Further, it is impermissible to pick and choose from any one 
reference duly so much of it as will support a given position, to the exclusion of other parts 
necessary 130 the fiill appreciation of what such reference fairly suggests to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. 

As the Federal Circuit has recognized, obviousness is not established merely by 
combiriingTef^^ces having different individual elements of pending clainis. Ex parte 
LeveneoodL 28 U.S.P.Q.2d 1300 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993). MPEP 2143.01. Rather, there 
must be some suggestion, outside of Applicants* disclosure, in the prior art to combine such 
references,iand a reasonable expectation of success must be both found in the prior art, and not 
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based on Applicants' disclosure. InreVaeck. 20 U.S J».Q.2d 1436 (Fed. Cir. 1991). In the 
present case, neither a suggestion or motivation to combine the prior art disclosures, nor any 
reasonable expectation of success has been shown. 

None of Ogawa, Kitain, or Brossman, consid^ed alone or in combination, describe or 

suggest the claimed combination.. Rather, the present Section 1 03. rejection i&based oa.a-„ 

combination of teachings selected from multiple patents m an attempt to arrive at the claimed 
invention. Specifically, Ogawa teaches a method for transferring data from a variety of remote 
sources tosa variety of remote sites that includes translating the data from a variety of known 
formats to a common format by utilizing internal databases which allows the system to know 
what format data wiU arrive in and what fonnat to translate it to; Kitain teaches an integrateid 
computer^implemented corporate information delivery system; and Brossman teaches a flexible 
and extenrible virtual printer architecture for driving multiple heterogeneous presentation 
devices wherdn the virtual printer is inteiposed between an ou^ut server and a heterogeneous 
group of presentation devices. Since there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation for the 
combination of Ogawa, Kitain, and Brossman, the Section 103 rejection ^>pears to be based on a 
hindsi^ teconstruction in which isolated disclosures have been picked and chosen in an attempt 
to deprecate the present invention. Of course, such a combination is impennissible, and for this 
reason alone, Ai^licants request that the Section 103 rejection of Claims 5, 7, 10, 13, 15, and 18 
under Ogawa in view of Kitain; and the rejection of Qaim 6 under Ogawa in view of Brossman 
be withdrawn. 

For at least the reasons set fottfi above. Applicants respectfully request that the Section 
103 rejection of Claims 5, 6, 7, 10, 13, 15, and 18 be withdrawn. 

Newly added Claim 19 dq>end from indq[>endent Claim 1, which is believed to be in 
conditiontfor allowance and patentable for the reasons set forth above. When the recitations of 
Claim 19!are oonsidoed in combination with the recitations of independrait Claim 1, Applicants 
submit that dqtendent Claim 19 is also patoitable over the cited art. 
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Ne^Iy added Claim 20 depend from independent Claim 8, which is believed to be in 
condition for allowance and patentable for the reasons set forth above. When the recitations of 
Claim 20 are considered in combination with the recitations of indq>endrat Claim 8, Applicants 
submit th^ dependent Claim 20 is also patentable over the cited art. 

-Newly added Claim 21 depend from independent Claim J 7» which is believed.to be in . 
condition for allowance and patentable for the reasons set forth above. When the recitations of 
Claim 21 are considered in combination with the recitations of independent Claim 17, Apphcants 
submit that dependent Claim 21 is also patentable over the cited ait. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks^ all the claims now active in the • 
application are believed to be in condition for allowance. Favorable action is re^ectfUlly
